OLD-AGE PENSIONS PAID 


By Postmasters Throughout the 
United Kingdom. 








Seven Hundred Thousand Applica- 
tions Have Been Made, and Two 
Hundred. Thousand of These Re- 
jected—Pensions Range From One 
to Five Shillings a Week, According 
to Present Incomes Receives. i 


London, Jan.  2.—Postmasters 
throughout the United Kingdom have | 
commenced the payment of old-age ! 
pensions, under the act of the last ; 
session of Parliament, to persons over 
seventy years of Seven \ hun- 

thousand applications for pen- 
sions have been received, of which } 
200,000 were eee chiefly be-} 
cause the applicants have been in re- 
ceipt of poor relief. : 

The act provides that every man or 
women of seventy or over who has 
been a British subject and has resid- 
ed in the United Kingdom for twenty 
years, and whose means do not ex- 
ceed £31 103. per annum, shall be 
entitled to receive a pension of from 
one to {ve shillings a week, according 
to the means of the pensioner. Where { 
the yearly means of the pensioner as 
caleulated under the act do not ex- 
ceed £21, the rate of pension per week 
is five shillings. Where the income 
is between £21 and £23 10s. the pen- 
sion is four shillings, where the in- 
come exce £23 10s. but does not 
exceed £26 6s. and pension is three 
shillings; where the income is over, 
£26 5s. but less than £23 17s, 6d the 
rate is two shillings. Where‘ the in- 
come is over £23 178, 6. but not over 
£31 10s, the rate is one shilli a 
week. Persons with an annual ¥n- 
come of over a 10s.: are Lelie i ;

Law For Crimes. 

Leader of Daring Prison Delivery In 
* Toronto Is Given Life Imprison- 
ment by Judge Winchester For As- 
saults on Man and Girl—Prisoner 


Faints on Hearing Sentence—In- 
sanity Plea Was Not Entered. 


Toronto, Jan. 6.—Alexander Rose, 
the daring criminal and juil-breaker, 
was yesterday sentenced to life im- 
Prisonment by Judge Winchester. 

He received sentence in a dazed 
‘manner and sank into the dock as 
the judge uttered the dread committal. 
Except for the sound of the judge’s 
voice addressing the nrisoner a death-

like’ silence pervaded the court room, 
and at the conclusion of the severe 
sentence all eyes were directed to- 
wards Rose,.who almost immediately 
went off into a faint. 

It was about twenty minutes after 
four o’clock, on the retirement of a 
jury in another case, when Rose was 
led into the dock by Constables Stew- 
art and Brown. There he sat with 
bowed head to await his sentence. 

County Crown’ Attorney Drayton 
then addressed his honor, asking that 
judgment be passed upon the prisoner 
on the two charges of wounding-with 
intent, on which he had pleaded guil- 
ty. The crimes for which he will have 
to pay the penalty were assaults on 
May 1 on Ethel Skitch in Wellwood’s 
store, and on Allsn G, Duncan in a 
store at the corner of John and Ade- 
laide streets. The third charge, that 
of breaking jail, Mr. Drayton did not 
press.

“Rose, have you anything to say for 
yourself,” said the judge as the pris- 
oner rose to his feet. 

Mee Curry, in appealing for mercy, 
addressed his honor, in which he drew 
attention to the fact’that the prisoner 
had been subject to epileptic fits and 
also uncontrollable fits of cruelty. He 
believed there was a great deal of irre- 
sponsibility in Rose’s character and 
make up, but he knew, to succeasfully 
raise the insanity plea he would have 
to prove beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that the prisoner did not know what 
he was doing when he committed the 
crimes.

USEFUL LAUNDRY BAG. ° 


No Drawstring to Break or ‘Get 
Tangled. 

For a long time the familiar variety 
of laundry bag, done in two colors, 
embroidered and held together at the 
neck by a string, bas been an item 
among the holiday gifts, but in spite of 
its prettiness the annoying draw string 
renders it impractical. 

Here is a laundry bag that solves the 
difficulty. It has not only the capacity 
for holding many articles of clothing, 
bat the easiest possible way of receir- 
ing them. Simply lift one ring from 
the hook by which {t is suspended, and 
the bag Is opened wide. ‘It ts equally 
teadg to take in or dump out {ts con- 
tents, + 

The necessary materials are one and 
& quarter yards of art ticking or cre. 
tonne, two crocheted rings one Inch In 
Glameter or larger, one avd a half 
yards of featherbone and one roll of

white bias binding one-half Inch wide! 
Cut a four inch strip from the entire 
length of the material. Now cut two 
pieces twenty-three inches long and 
twenty-five Inches wide.” Round the 
corners on the lower’ edges. Divide 
the featherbone in halves and stitch it 
on the underside of each piece ten 
inches from the top, as represented by 
dotted lines in the Mlustration. From 
the ends of the featherbone shape to a 
point In the middle of the top. Care 
must be taken to match the. pattern 
when the large pocket is stitched on 
the outside. Join the two pieces’ to- 
gether by stitching each to the four 
inch strip of cluth, with the seams on 
the outside. Find first the seams and 
last the upper edge. Sew the rings to 
the points at the top.

Detroit, Jan. %.—The dismembered 
body of Rev. Jon J. Carmichael, a 
Methodist minister, wrs found yester- 
day partially consumed by fire in the 
two heating stoves of one of his three 
churches near Columbus, in the 
southwestern part of St. Clair County. 

Identification of the dead clergyman 
was made by Orville Lindsay, who 
was sent to the church by Mrs. Cuar- 
michacl, who had been in great dis- 
tress since her husband failed to re- 
turn home adexpected Tuesday even 
ing. 

Clues to the murderer and his mo- 
tive were difficult to obtain. There 
is a rumor that a strange man left a 
train at Hickey Inte Tuesday and was 
directed to the Columbus Church, and 
there are other rumors indicating that 
two men were implicated in the 
crimes, 

The fact that several coins were 
found in the clothing of the dead man 
and in the ashes in the stove preclud- 
ed the theory of robbery, and at the 
time of his death it was not known 

at the murdered minister had an 
enemy in the world. 

Rev. Mr. Carmichael had been in 
Michigan about ten years and for two 
years’ had been pastor of the three 
churches at’ Columbus, Adair and 
China. With his wife and three chil- 
dren he resided at Adair. Leaving 
home Tuesday morning he told Mrs. 
Carmichael that he was going to Co- 
lumbus to arrange for a series of re- 
vival meetings there * 

The church floor, the pews and even 
the communion table were daubed 
with blood and fragmenta of bloody 
clothing were seattered all around. 
Evidently the clergyman, who was 56 
years old and of athletic build. had 
mado nv tarrifie atrnecls for his life.

A Curious Mirror That May Be Made’ 


“Teansparent, ‘ 

One ‘of the: most curious inventions 
of this age is whats called platinized 
giass, <A plece of glass is coated with 
an’ exceedingly thin-layer of a liquid 
charged with platinum and then raised 
to'a red heat,. The platinum becomes 
united to the glass in such a way as 
to form an odd kind of mirror.” 
.The glass bas not really lost its 
transparency, and yet if one places it 
against a wall and looks at it he 
his image as‘ in’ an ‘ordinary looking 
glass, But when light is allowed to 
come through the from the other 
side, as when It is placed in a window, 
it appears perfectly transparent, like 
ordinary glass, 

By constructing a window of plat 
nized glass one could stand close be- 
ind the panes Jn an unilluminated 
toom and behold clearly everything 
going on outside, while passeraby look- 
ing at the window would behold only 
a fine mifror or sct of mirrors in which 
thelr own figures would be reflected, 
while the person {nside remained in- 
visible, 

In France various tricks‘ have been 
contrived with the ald of this glass, 
In one a. person, seeing what appears 
to be an ordin. mirror, approaches 
ft to gaze upon himself. A sudden 
change in the mechanism sends light 
through the glass from the back, 
whereupon St Instantly becomes trans- 
parent, and the startled spectator finds 
himself confronted by some grotesque 
figure. that had been t:idden behind the 
magie glass.

A new couch was started In the 
spring to run to Brighton, a distance

June 10, 1816. 

The attorney general moved for 
leave fo bring In a bill the ebject of 
which was the protection of the Ives 
and limbs of his majfesty’s subjects by 
correcting the enormous abuses of 
stagecoach drivers, Within these few 
days it would be hardly credible what

Falling OH In Cheese Exports Is Re- 
grettable, Says Mr. Dargavel. | 
Prescott, Jan. 7.—The first session 
of the thirty-second annual conven-

J. R. Dargavel, M.P.P.. stated that

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COLORS IN THE OCEAN. 


Various Causes For the Different Tints 
of the Water. 

Sky and cloud colors are often re- 
fected in the sea, but just as the alr 
has ils sunset glory so water bas its 
changthg tints quite apart from mere 
reflection. 

Olive did brown tinés in the waves 
off the coast come from the muddy 
scdiment washed from tbe sbore, as 
blucs arise chiefy from reflected sky. 
But there are mauy other colors in the 
ocean. On almost every long voyage 
at sea spots of reddish brown color 
are noticed at onc time or another. 
When a few drops of the discolored 
water are examined under a micro- 
acope myriads of minute cylinder shap- 
ed algae are scen, some separate, some 
joined together In scores. It is this 
organism—sometimes called “sea saw- 
dust"—which bas given the name to 
the Red sea, although It also abounds 
In other waters. Sometimes the wa- 
ter far from land will be seen to be of 
a chocolate hue for an extent of sev- 
eral miles, and this is caused by mll- 
Hons upoo millions of minute one ccl!- 
ed animals which Iash themselves 
along, cach on his erratic individual

TORTOISE SHELL. ; 

‘The Way the Plates. Are Removed 
From the Animal. 

The comb of -tortolse shell has a 
very pale and translucent yellow, the 
only really valuable kind of shell, 

“Many people think this pale, un- 
mottled shell the cheaper kind,” tho 
dealer sald..“Do you know why? Be- 
cause the imitations are nll made like 
this, 

“That is one vulgar error about 
shell. Another fs that the tortoise is 
killed to get Its shell caslug. That Is 
as absurd an error as it would be to 
say a sheep was kilied to got its wool. 

“What is done Is this: The fisher- 
men, having caught a2 tortoise, tie blm 
and then cover his back with dry crass 
and leaves. They get fire to this staff, 
it burns slowly, and the beat causes 
the thirteen plates of the shell to 
loosen at the joints. With a knife the 
plates are pried off, and afterward. the 
tortoise is sct free. The base, or roor, 
of bis shell is’ jntact and will grow 
again. If tortoised were killed to get 
thelr shell they would long since have 
become extinct. 

“No, po. Every tortoise is, as it 
were, a farm—a shell farm. Fishermen 
catch him regularly and with beat and 
a knife gently remove “bis shell.”— 
New Orleans Times-Demo¢rat.

Carmichael had been staying here 
for the last two days at a private 
boarding-house. 

His attempt at suicide was made 
while in an outhouse on the premises 
of the place at which he had secured 
a room,

Railroad Commission Jolts: the 
*~ Express, ‘Companies. 





Chief Commissioner Mabee Takes Swift 
Action In the Matter of the 1909 
Schedule of Express Rates—Board's 
Order: Favoring New Tariff -Was 
Issued Under Misconception, He 
Declares. 


Ottawa, Jan. 12.—The Rafiwe: Com- 
mission took prompt’ and’ effective 
measures yesterday afternoon to 
tect the public against the increases 
in == tates all over Canada in- 
volved in the new classification, which 
went into effect on the first day ofthe 
year. Chief Commissioner Mabee, af- 
ter hearing further evidence from the 
companies and from shippers, handed 
out a judgment summarily cancelling 
the new classification and restoring 
.the old rate in force prior to January 
lst. He explained that the board’s 
order approving the new classification 
had been issued under a misconcep- 
tion as to the real effect of the 
changes applied for by the companies, 
It had been understood by the com- 
missioners, he said; that the new 
classification would on the whole 
mean a slight reduction in rates to 
thegeneral shipping public, and. they 
had relied on the companies keeping 
fhe agreement entered into with. tha

Methods 





Nature’s of Distributing 
Plants Over the Earth. 
Nature has provided almost count- 
less ways of scattering and distribut- 
ing the seeds of plants so that the 
various species may be propagated. 
Some seeds are borne on the wind, as 
those of the dandelion and the thistle, 
the elm and the ash. Others are 
thrown from their pods by the explo- 
sion of the latter when the time 
comes. But these methods are ef- 
feetual for only a limited area.

THE COLQUHOUN ELM. 


Magnificent Tree With Olameter of Six 
Feet ts Historic Landmark. 


Cornwall, Ont., is justly proud of its 
old elms. It has many stately trees 
of great antiquity, but none so large 
or so prominent a landmark as the 
one which stands in front of the Col- 
aes residence on East First street. 

here is only one in the vicinity 
which is its equal in size, the old elm 
on the Pescod place, West Front, but 
that one has; succumbed to old age 
and the elements, and is badly split 
up and may soon altogether. Resi- 
dents of Cornwall, says The Free- 
holder of that town, {fcel,a personal 
ownership in this magnificent Colqu- 
houn tree, and strangers invariably 
admire it and wonder at its enormous 
P rtions. With a diameter of over 
six feet at the base of the trunk, its 
spreading arms cover a very large 
area, and when in full leaf in the 
summer season, or with the delicate 
tracery of ita smaller branches out- 
lined against the wintry sky, it is 
equally beautiful. The oldest inhabi- 
tant can see no chi in its size, 
and expert trecologists estimate its 
age at over 400 years, haps it was 
a sapling when Colum discovered 
America. 

While this tree keeps its age well, 
signs of disintegration have begun to 
appear, and a few weeks since in a 
heavy gale a huge split was noticed 
which bid fair todestroy it altogether. 
As a precaution, heavy iron chains 
were wound around the principal 
branches, and securely fastened, but 
this was only a temporary measure, 
and.n few days ago a tidy bit of tree 
surgery was performed by Louis_Me- 
Cormick, who is quite a handy man 
in Iria way. Bands of heavy iron were 
forged and clamped around the 
branches, and to these were attached 
long irén rods, each provided with a 
‘turnbuckle, by mens of which great 
pressure whs exerted, and the rifts 
closed up as far ns possible. To all 
appearances the old tree is good for 
another century; at any rate; no one 
now living will likely see its finish. 
As the old song has St: 

“And so flourish he, a hale green tree, 

When a thousand years are gone. 











An Underground Find. 

The little community of Thornhill, 
about twenty miles north of Toronto, 
is alt excitement over the results ob- 
tained by one of the neighbors, Mr. 
Lewis Page, while drilling on his 
farm for natural gas. Whether or ni 
he has discovered an immense natura’ 
“gas reservolr or a mineral water sup- 
ply is not yet decided, but so remark- 
able have been the things brought to 
light by the drill that the_neighdors 
have formed a stock company to con- 
tinue investigation of the property 
and in the meantime are holding their 
farma at n very high value.

Bad Whisky Is Shipped Into the 
North~ in All Sorts of - Innocent 
“Gules: and! Carried About on Its 
“Deadly Work by Pedlars With 
Cans Strapped to Their Bodies or 
Sold In Dives—Huge Profits... ©” 


Why a shebcen, or whisky dive, 
should be called a “Blind Pig’’ is diffi- 
cult to ascertain, there being a’ cer- 
ity about the 
name. Perhaps it is because certain 
places. eminently respectable in ap- 
arta are so conducted as a blind, 
lor the illicit sale of liquor?: 

The blind pig thrives ‘and ‘fattens 
in New Ontario, a fact well establish- 
ed by the list of convictions, andthe 
readiness, ease bravado “with 
which the offender pays up $100 fincs. 
You ‘can occasionally hear one of, 
the fraternity openly boast that “he 
pulled $8,000 out of such a place,” or 
that, “‘it is easy to pay a small amount 
op $100 for the risk of such a rake- 
off.” 4 
The sources of supply are in Ottawa, 
North Bay, Toronto, and towns nearer 
the places. of. consumption, where 
there is a demand. | It is an easy‘mat- 
ter to secure means to obtain the stuff. 
The supply and the number of means 
taken to secure its safe arrival ct the 
distributing point~are as varied as 
the means tuken for its disposal. Here 
are ten cases of nice fresh eggs, some 
innocent-looking boxes of macaroni, 
cnses of #matoes, quite a lot af soft 
drinks, ginger ale predominatifg. a 
barrel of groceries with the tag of a 
respectable storekeeper tacked on as 
a blind, a barrel of apples, a keg of 
sweet cider which turns out to be low 
grade whisky, coal-oil barrels with 
smaller casks tightly packed inside, 
bartels of pork, rolled outs, tea chests, 
trunks filled with whisky end well 
packed with saw dust, pact: baga with 
an innocent looking axe standing out 
at the side as u hall ynark of rspect- 
ability, which always passes the con- 
tents, unless a frail irritating straw 
should) by chance prick its way 
through the canvas, and give the game 
away. Every week some new device 
is resorted to, some of which raise a 
storm signal which is quickly noticed 
by the officers of the law, I have a 
ten-gallon can, shipped in a4 coal oil. 
A small compartment at the top con- 
tained a gill of coal-oil; at the bottom 
was high wine.

While large quantities of liquor are 
distributed by the pedlar, larger sales 
are made at stores, restaurants, pool- 
rooms, boarding-houses, and by keep- 
era of disorderly resorts. Where tho 
liquor is thus sold greater care {s 
taken to have in safety the stock on 
hand. If it is kept in the cellar: it 
will be covered by water. Between 
the walls at the window, too, Is a 
favorite place, a sliding sill being the 
means of aeceas. Or a number of 
dynamite . boxes will cover the more 
deadly fluid. Or it may lie under the 
floor with a mat over the opening, or 
between mattresses, and in many in- 
atnnees innocent-looking ginger ale is 
nothing less than tye of a question- 
able character. Of course great cau 
tion is exercised by the vendor. He 
will not readily supply the stranger, 
and anly upon introduction by a per- 
son known to the keeper do they hand 
over the bottle in exchange for the 
$3, but the most cautious are caught, 
and sooner than they expret. 

The disposal of liquor in 8 pool- 
room is usnally carried on by an at- 
tendant. Hanging near his handiis a 
prosnector’a cont. The inside pocket 
carries the bottle from. which is re- 
tailed the two drinks for a quarter. 
As the bottle is emptied it is carefully 
stowed awny and replaced by a full

While the scheme was stil} in 
embryo the Government of Upper 
Canada got the trust of the Indians’ 
money in its hands, and, according 
to Chief A. G. Smith, “did os they 
pleased with it afterwards.” 

Realizing that the Brant River Navi- 
gation scheme was a {nilure, they urg- 
ed time and again that their money 
be restored to them, and were so anx- 
ious to get rid of the stock that they 
agreed to surrender an additional 40,- 
000 acres of tand providing that the 

urchaser would take over the de- 

‘unct stock. The Government’ took 
the 40,000 acrea, but left them still 


laden with the stock, Sir John Col- 
borne, they say, me governor at that 
time. 

There are now in Cannda about 4,000 
descendants of the Six Nation In- 
dians, and they expect that the Gov- 
ernment’s sense of justice will re- 
fund to them $600,000, They now

Lady Grey has been accused of pos- 
eases many hobbies, but they are all 
on the side of philanthropy. Like all 
grande dames of the older world, she 
takes the duties of her position. ser- 
iously. Sho assumes: that the obliga- 
tion to look after the physical and 
moral well-being of those under her is 
part of her lofty situation. Conse 
quently she has taken up the work, if 
not with the loud flourish of trumpets, 
as did the Countess of Aberdcen, at 
least as systematically and enthusias-

Lady Grey is just as enthusiastic. 
though she cannot assume the leader- 
ship of such movements.’ She makes 
frequent visits to th: camps of the 
Booth cohorts and sh: takes part in 
the exhortations, not in the form of 
set specches orif the general assem- 
biles, but quiGtly end personally, as 
it were to a few auditors, She belongs 
to almost every form of municipal or 
charitable association established in’ 
Canade., It is snid of her that she is 
somewhat lax about her social obliga- 
tions, but about her philanthropic 
work, never. In this regard she has 
distributed her favors impartially 
among French and Indian Catholics, 
Anglicans, Scotch and Irish Presby- 
terians, that mysterious sect, the 
Doukhobors, the semi-civilized deni- 
zens of the Pacific slope and fashion- 
able charities of the Inree Canadian 
cities, Toronto, Ottawa, Montreal and 
Quebec. 

Lady ‘Grey has patronized the home 
industries of the Dominion and has 
riven an impetus to native produc 
tion. Though in London she is not- 
ably one of the handsomest-gowned 
women of Mayfair, in Ottawa she 
finds all she desires among the mo- 
distes and millinera there or in Mont- 
real. Not a garment comes from the 
other side and she employa a small 
army of needlewomen on her lingerie 
and lace. Her gifts to {rienda in Eng- 
land or on the continent have taken 
the form of Canadian products, the 
dainty cmbscidery at which the 
French nuns or the French  gentle- 
women excel, the intricate but grace- 
tully designed native Ince, and the 
exquisite jewelry of delicate coe 

Lady Grey, though reserved and dig- 
nified, as becomes the wife of a belted 
earl, and the queen of such a vast 

rgcial domain as the ey pie of 
Canada moves ircely among the 
ple and is known and beloved by The 
entire poorer class of Ottawa, where 
she lives the better part of the year; 
of Quebec, where she spends the sum- 
mers, and in Montreal, her favorite 
shopping point. At Rideau Hall all 
the ceremony which pertains to the 
homes of British titled rifficials is kept 
up and the same is true of the sum- 
mer palace’ aes Quebec. But other- 
wise, Lady Grey moves around much 
as Queen Taine does in London 
or Mrs. Roosevelt in Washington. 
When she appears in- public, as the 
wife of Kixg Edward's pro-consul she 
is gowned in becoming stxte.and her 
equipage would warm the heart of 
the most ardent lover of pomp. .Or- 
dinarily she drives around in a small 
brougham, guiltlets of emblazoned 
arms or liveric coachmen, and she 
wears raiment os severe as a nun’s. 
Lady Grey is dedicated to the cause 
of temperance, but her endeavors are 
far removed from some of the intem- 
perate propagandas which pass cur- 
rent. She seeks the hopeless ncigh- 
borhoods for her crusade, which never 
takes the form of total abstinence, 
but is rather to provide the least de- 
leterious form of stimulant to the 
poor. She ia in favor of establishing 
neighboring stores where good beer 
and light wines of the unadulterated 
order and the best branda of whisky 
will be sold at low figure. The entire 
neighborhood is to be given opportun- 
ity toget stock in such a venture and 
they are to be made responsible not 
only for the good conduct of the estab- 
lishment but the quality of goods sold 
and the way it is sold. Lady Grey has 
not realized the hope of getting these 
co-operatives stores in running order, 
but she is doing yeoman work in this 
direction. She rarely spends her time 
fretting converts to her cause to take 
the pledge of total abstinence, but 
she is eloquent in getting them to 
aid her in closing disorderly places, 
where vile liquor is sold and where 
the pennies of unfortunate men and 
women are spent to their own misery 
and*the privation of their families.

i The great harvest is the first of its 
’ kind ever known in Nova Scotia, par- 
| ticularly at this season of the year. 
! Driven into shoal water, presumably 
" by dogfish, and then thrown up on the 
beach ‘by the fale which prevailed at 
! the time, were hundreds of barrels of 
herring. In fact, when the tide re- 
* eeded and the surf calmed down the 
‘fish were piled slong the shore three 
feet thick. The fish were In good con- 
dition and consisted mainly of Nos. 
9s and 3's, with a good sprinkling of 
.V’s. The fishermen and other resi- 
dents lost no time in reaping the har- 
vest from the sea. The. fish were 
gathered in. packed in barrels and 
shipp2d to Boston. Fishermen along 
the shore state that they never heard 
of herring coming on the coast in

Father Lecorre, After 39 Years In the 
“North, Is Back to Civilization. 


“Rev, A. Lecorre, O.M.I\, who for 39 
years has been doing missior work 
among’the Esquimaux and Indians of 








-though 67 years old, he is still a 
strong, robust man, despite his two- 
eis years battle with the northern 
wilds. ~ 

After cach address a collection will 
be taken, and Father Lecorre> ho 
to raise $10,000. He intends to visit 


‘ather Lecorre is a French-Cana- 
dian. The first filteen years of his 
work was spent in endeavoring to con- 


vert the people inhabiting the region 


‘Lecorre, “‘They are horribly crucl and 


barbaroud—that is, most of them were 
when I first went among them. They 
killed all their old men. The aged and 
feeble were compelled to kneel on the 
mat,of death, and-the younger mem- 
bers of the tribe pierced them through 
end through with spears until they 
were dead. I did, however, baptize 
about 300 babics. This made their 
medicine men jealous, and they made 
many attempts to*kill me, both with 
knife and gun. Dut, you see, they 
were unsuccessful. 

While carrying on his work of con- 
version in the far north, Father Le 
corre has had many narrow cscapes 
from starvation and death in other 
ways, 

“Even when Tf was permenently set- 
tled at my littl: monastery, Ledy of 
Good Hope, 1 miles south of the 
Arctic circles, I did not taste a piece 
of bread for three years,” he said. 

Dr. Lecorre, described a peculiar 
custom of the Esquimaux women, that 
of cutting a large hole in each cheek, 
in which they wear precious stones, 
These are removed during meal hours, 

With the Indians of the far north 
Father Lecorre met with far greater 
suceess, and, while he has been at 


the Indians of the entire valley of the 
Mackenzie river embrace the Catholio 
faith. The first mission established 
in this region was at Edmonton, and 
consisted of two huts.

Northern. For three years or more 
this rond his been pushing its way 
northward into the heart of an un- 
known wilderness, which is now re- 
vealing formerly undresmed-of riches 
in minerals and choice farming lands. 
The “Cochrane Specicl,”’ as it was 
called, was the firat train to make 
the complefe journey from North Bay 
to the junction with the Transcontin- 
ental right-of-way, a.distance of 255 
tiles, 

The train itself! was a most excep- 
tional one. It consisted of two. pri- 
vate cars, ‘three Pullmans, a dining- 
ear, five day coaches and a baggage- 
car fitted with a lunch counter, 12 
cars in all. To take a train like that 
over a newly-comple track, over 
muskeg and high trestlea newly built, 
required considerable faith -in the 
work of the contractor, but the jour- 
ney was made without a hitch. Ar- 
tived at Cochrane, the buyers found 
themselves still three-quarters of a 
mile away from the town, As a re- 
sult, a long line of growling, grumb- 
ling, slipping, sprawling men had to. 
pick their way through the mud and 
over the corduroy to the freight shed 
in which the sale was to take place. 
These intrepid explorers on their quest 
for investment ‘wers, however, not 
balked by so small an item as mud. 

The sale laxted two hours. The to- 
tal ‘price paid for the 145 lota was 
$50,425. Twenty-five per cent. of this 
was prid down in cash. The buyers. 
according to their agreement, will 
erect baildings on their Jota within 
a vear, Five banks purchased sites. 

What does all this mean? It meana 
that, here at the junction of two great 
railways, one extending across the 
continent, the other forming the out- 
let to the populous country to the 
south, are conditions such as no‘town 
ever before hr nt its birth to justify 
its being brought into existence. It 
means that ¢here, in the centre of the 
great ‘clay belt, which may prove to 
be the best hay, root and erain-pro- 
ducing country in the world. with an 
outlet to’ the markets of Great Bri- 
tain which will bring them closer 
than they have ever been before, « 
town has been commenced. not hap- 
hazard, or at random, but by design, 
by men who have thought well ef 
whet they are xbout, and who know 
the situation thoroughly: and_ this 
town will, in all probability, within 
the next ten or fiftesn years, show 
feats of rapid growth such as have 
never before been seen in this coun-

Al- 
though this year has not been a very 
good one in her vicinity, she is able 
to pay. off $1,000 on her land, besides 
having enough seed wheat for 100 
acres next year, and enough produce 
to. maintain. her household until 
spring. She~has only been in Bas- 
katchewan three years and when she 
went she did not know barley from 
oats, This enterprising woman-farmer

remely popular with the ladies of 
his congregation. To one of them, 
Miss Nellie St, Clair Davis, his at- 
tentions were most marked. 

On Sept. 26th Iast Miss Daviggquict- 
ly left home and Evans did TWevcise 
The two met in a 
town in Niagara County, N.Y., and 
were married; afterwards proceeding 
to Cleveland, where the clergyman 
succeeded in inducing his bride to 
turn over to him a large sum in cash 
which she had. Then he sent the girl 
beck to her home in Sarnia, after ex- 
reting a. promise that she keep the 
wedding a seeret until he could secure 
another parish. 

This was the last anyone in Sarnia 
anw or heard of the clergyman. No 
word came from him, and under the 
atresa of her secret and failure to 
receive the promised letters young 
Mrs. Evans sickened and died. This 
was only a few weeks ago. 

With the lowering into the grave 
of the body the Pane’ of Sarnia gen- 
erally at pe that the scandal would 
be hushed for all time, but it is again 
revived by the statement now made 
that the 16-year-old daughter of one 
of Evans’ former p: mers charges 
her downfall to the missing clergy- 
man.

_ PIRACY AND MURDER: 
Aorangi Brings Story of Out- 
rage on High Seas. 

Victoria, B.C., Jan. 18.—News of a 
plot to pirate the schooner Louise J. 
Kenny and murder Capt. Hendle 
was given by Thos. F. Dunn, a Syd- 
ney engineer, who was a passenger on 
.the ‘steamer_Aorangi, wharved yester- 
day, to Suvai, to give evidence against 
the plotters, Mortimer and Taylor, 
two men who are on trial at the Fi- 
jian port for the piracy of the Peru- 
vian schooner Neuever Tegre from 
Callao, and murder of her master and 
mate, who were thrown overboard. by 
Mortimer. 

The pirates were little acquainted 
with navigation. They used an eight- 
day clock for a chronometer and sail- 
ed into the South Seas, and their ves- 
sel was wrecked in a Panama lagoon 
on the Gilbert Island, where the sus- 
picions of the traders who visited the 
wrecked schooner, which was without 
registered clearance or flag, with the 
name White Rose obvioualy painted, 
over the former name, Were aroused. 

Taylor, breaking down under quex- 
tioning, confeaséd the piracy and mur- 
der. Commissioner Murdoch at Tara- 
wa arranged with Capt. Hendley of 
the Louise J. Kenny to carry the two 
men to Tarawa. Mortimer, who seem- 
ed to make Taylor:his tool, infortned 
him he had planned to seize the 
Louise J. Kenny to replace the wreck- 
od “Neuever Tegre,”’ stolen from Cal- 
lao, and kill Capt. Heddley, retaining

jedsing from the schooner’s size with 
*its' attending bitter cold left no doubt 
in the minds of the beachmen as to 
the crew’s fate, No human power 
could have ai them, 
~ It was at two o'clock yesterday 
morning while a patrolman from the 
Blue Point lifesaving station, a few 
miles east of Fire Island, was toiling 
through the storm, on the Jookout for 
trouble at sea, that he saw some black 
objects tossing about close to shore.

Caught in the 
storm, the crew probably lost their 
bearings and struck~on one of the 
many send bars « mile or so off shore, 
near the Blue Point station. There 
the wind and heavy seas pounded the 
vessel to pieces in n short time and 
the men aboard were speedily lost in 
the sea, 

The Swallow, according to the mar- 
ine register, was a small schooner of 
73 tona. She was built 30 years ago 
at Moses River, and was owned by 
John Dawson of St. John’s, Nfld.

Bat we 
forget amazement at such stupidity th 
admiration for the artist’s magnificent 
audacity when we jJearn that he 
charged £20 additional for repaiotins 
the ralnbow colored in accordance 
With nature's arrangement. 

Palnters are very prone to distress 
tbe astronomers by. their reckless 
pranks with the heavenly bodies, par- 
Ueulzrly with the moon. One artist 
Presented a scene in which was a 


} crescent moon low in the eastern sky 


Girectly opposite a setting sun. Afore- 
over, this geniusydisdained the criti- 
cisms of the learned. He insisted that 
this arrangement was ty for 
the composition, inasmuch as the rest 
of the picture would be destroyed by 
8 fall moon—the only one possible in 
such a situation. 

Other artists have trified with the 
moon by turning its convexity away 


from the sun, which is, of course, {m-’ 


possible in nature. In one picture the 
moon was placed near the constella- 
ton of the Great Bear, though as a 


matter of fact the satellite never ren-. 


tures Into this part of the hearens. 
There are, too, oft recurring crrors 
made ‘in the bulk of the orb. An 
American astronomer amused himself 
by measuring the moons in a number 
of paintings. He established the fact 
that by reckoning from the ratellite’s 
size the average height of the bills in 
these landscapes was forty-three 
miles, One of the mountains, {ndecd, 
had the stupendous altitude of a hun- 
dred miles. 

Artists of old time were often out- 
Tageously wrong, sometimes necessari- 
ly by reason of the Ilmitations Imposed 
by the Ignorance of the perlol A 
Dutch artist painted the garden of 
Eden with well clipped borders and 
yew trees trimmed into fantastic 
,Shapes, He wrought in all innocence, 
for of such _sort were the only gardens 
of his experience. But the excuse 
does not apply to a Dutch palnting of 
1794, This showed Abraham about to 
siushter Isaac by means of a blunder: 
buss—the product of an aze - 3,000 
years after the time of the patriarchs! 

Yet this mistake occurs again and 
again. There have been elaborate 

paintings of the children of Israel 
crossing the Red sea with muskets on 
their shoulders. A beautiful Ivory 
tankard, an Augsburg carving of the 
carly seventeenth century, was sold 
for a bigh price In London not long 
ago. The design, which ts exquisite 
In workmanship, shows the good Sa- 
maritan, with his attendants, in the 
Jericho road.. One of the servants 
carries a gun! 

Many a child as well as some older 
Persons bas puzzled over that “beam” 
in the eye of which the New Testa- 
ment x} cakes. It is not always under- 
stood that thiw means a ‘beam of light. 
But ft was left to Solomon Bernard, 
in his~woodcuts jlustrating the Bible, 
published at Lyons in 1553, to picture 
this beam as dne of wood, rectangular 
in section and several fect In length! 

The matter of costumes offers rast 
Opportunity for faws, which the palnt- 
ers have not falhet to seize. In the 
national gallery at Ediuburgh Pha- 
taoh’s daughter and ber sccompanylug 
women are exhibited garbed in the 
long walsted bodices and hooped 
skirts of Europe in the sixteenta cen- 
tury. The hationa! collection In Lon. 
don -has a picture of Joseph and his 
kindred fo Egypt, where the bulldings 
shown are not nt all Egyptian to their 
style of architecture, but distloctly 
Itallan. In the same gallery Paulo 
Veronese’s “The Famlly of Darius at 
the Feet of Alexander After the Battle 
of Issus” displays the women of the 
Group lp the pointed walsts and Inflat- 
ed skirts that made the familiar dress 
of Venetian women In the painter's 
time. . 
Errors that bave to do with armor 
may be more readily pardoned, though 
the artists fall Lamwentably in kpowl- 
edge as to the earlier fornis of metal 
Protection, ‘Phus in some palutlugs 
showing the time of Christ the war- 
riors ure seen clad In beautlfully da- 
huscened inal, yet this form of armor 
aid rot come Into actuat use uutil halt 
2 thousand years later.

2 ‘Two Mile Strait, ~ 4 
The Dardanelles, which Is so. fa- 
millar today, meant to our grandfa- 
thers not the Hellespont, but. merely 
“two ancient and. strong .castles of 
Tarkey, one of-which is In Roumania 
and the other in Natolla.” The fa- 
mous.straitwas known in early Vic- 
torian geography by the name of 
GallipollL. But the brave, dominating 
castles swept away both Hellespont 
and Gallipoli and gave own name 
to the two mile passage. ven- 
erable castles, built in 1059 to “secure 
the Turkish fleet from the insults of, 
the Venetians,” were known, according 
to an early geographer, as the Old 
"Dardanelles to distinguish them from 
two others at the entrance of the 
strajt, one of which “stands in like 
manner in Asia and the other in Eu- 
Fope” and cajicd the New Dardanelles. 
In spite of the four castles, how- 
ever, the passage .was forced by a 
British fleet in 1807, In later years, 
fortifications of a formidable’ nature 
have been constructed between the 
two sets of castles, and these are now 
properly the Dardanelles. The niti- 
mate responsibility for naming the 
famous strait rests with Dardancs, 
the gentleman who crossed on his in- 
Dated skin from Samothrace to Asia 
and founded the town which after 
wart became the city of Troy—Lon- 
don Chronicle.

THE COCKET. WRITERS. 


What Happened When England Abol- 
ished Their Offices. 

In the long room of the London cus- 
tom house years ago were twelve otti- 
cers styled “cocket writers.” They 
wrote certificates that goods had been 
duly entered and the duties paid. They 
Were also known as patent officers be 
cause appointed for life by letters pat- 
ent from the crown Their salaries 
were nominal, £60 a year, but they 
were permitted to remunerate them- 
selves by extorting fees from the mer- 
chants—fees which {in some cases 
umounted to a thousand ponnds a 
year. In 1851 the treasury determined 
to abolish patent offices and called 
upon the twelve cocket writers to fur- 
nish 2 statement of thelr emolaments. 
The officers, Jgnorant of the trensury’s 
purpose, Imagined that the gorern- 
tnent intended to impose an Income 
tax. . Ten of the writers, therefore, re- 
turned a statement which understated 
thelr fees by several hundred pounds. 
The other two furnished an honest 
statement. In a few days ten clerks 
were surprised and disgusted and two 
clerks were astonisbed, but pleased. 
The treasury ‘notified the cocket writ- 
ers that thelr offices would be abol- 
ished and that they would be compen- 
sated by pensions rated according to 
tho returns they had themselves fur- 
nished. There were gnashing of teeth 
and broad smiles in the long room. 
One of the two honest cocket writers 
enjoyed bis pension for fifty-two years, 
during which time the treasury pald 
him £52,000. 











Where Dollars Originated. 

Joachimstahl, near Carlsbad, ts his- 
toric ns the birthplace of the originat 
dollar, This was the silver guiden- 
Rroschen, coined in 1519 by order of 
Count Schifck from the metal of a re- 
cently opened mine, and {t became 
known as the jonchimsthaler, or 
“thaler” alone for short. Before 1600 
the nimble English language had al- 
ready made “dollar’ of this, There. 
fore this name wps_loosely used of 
all_manner of coins, varying 1n yalae 
from 75 cents to $1.25 and belonging 
to all manner of countries, from Swe- 
den to Japan.

SHOES AND STOCKINGS. 


A Way by Which Their Lasting Quall- 
ties.May Be Increased. 

While your\shoes are new or before 
the soles are much worn apply with a 
small brush sevcra! coats of linseed 
ol, letting It dry In well cach time be- 
fore reapplying. The oll acts much 
the same on the Jeatber as it does on 
wood, and if the applications of olf 
are repeated frequently the sole may 
be presebyed Intact indefinitely. | 

It sounds unreasonable to talk.of 
preserving hosiery to any appreciable 
extent, but It may be done. Tho of- 
tener hosiery is washed the longer it 
will last. By washing 1 do not neces- 
sarily mean the ordinary laundry 
method, which is calculated to fade 
and rot the fiber. Really, to preserve 
hosiery it must have personal super- 
vision. Stockings should never be 
worn Jonger than one day. ‘They 
should then be rinsed In lukewarm 
water with a few drops of ammonia 
,ln it, deled and worn without froning. 
This repeated wetting of the fiber 
keeps {t so firm and strong that !t will 
not break at the points of greatest 
distension, This treatment applies to 
cotton, liste“ thread and silk hosiery. 
If you will treat your new hose this 
way from the beginning, you need 
darn but very little. Of course in time 
all hosiery, however expensive or 
strong, will succumb to wear, but the 
above method of treatment will double 
the lasting qualities. :

It was on January 25, 1759, roar 
Auld Alloway Kirk, that tho ever 
amous “blast o' Janwar win’ blew 
hanasel in cn Robin.” His life ex- 
tended over thirty-scven yoars cnly, 
tho poct dying at Dumfries, on 
July 21, 1796. oe 

That Burns hav a great hold on 
the Scotch race would be\idle to 
affirm. Tho ‘number of visitors to 
Lis birthplace ls greater even ‘than 
those who visit the place of Shakcs- 
peare. 

Thero wore sixty thousand slsitors 
to Burns’ humble birthplace at Allo- 
way last year, which is twenty thou- 
sand more than entered ths ~fiouse 
where the greatest of all poctq was 
born.
